Starburst 


Grandiflora. (The House of Meilland.) Not very tall for a Grandi- 
flora, but no one will argue about the effectiveness of these bright 
bicolor flowers of orange-red and yellow. They are usually in clusters 
of three, on good strong stems, making a most attractive picture. 
They have a long life and their vivid color is very gay. The short 
pointed buds are yellow at the base, passing to soft orange-yellow at 
the petal edge. Opening blooms show an orange-carmine color on 
the inside of the petals. Lightly perfumed, they are especially nice 
at the half-open stage. 

Foliage is very dark, glossy and healthy . . . the bush sturdy, 
medium height, blooming repeatedly all season. Plant Pat. 2974.

Exceptionally vigorous and upright in growth, with outsize, leathery, 
healthy foliage.

Thick, fat, pointed buds open to extremely 
velvety, high-centered blooms packed with 50 to 60 
petals. And size! Actually the flowers measure 6 inches 
across or more . . . and are unusually deep, as well as 
wide.

If you have a shorter growing 
season than we do, plants will grow lower; if a longer 
season, then taller.

SOMETHING FOR YOU 
TO TRY 


From the American Rose Annual we adapt these direc- 
tions for making pot-pourri: Carefully remove the petals 
from fragrant roses that are half to two-thirds open. One 
of the easiest ways to dry them is in the oven. 


Place the petals in a single layer on a cookie sheet covered 
with four thicknesses of newspaper to prevent them from 
burning. Put the sheet in a warm oven (200 degrees) and 
prop the door partly open. The petals will dry in 15 to 25 
minutes. Make sure they are completely dried and that no 
soft or damp spots remain. Immediately put the petals in 
an airtight container, such as a large screw-top jar. 


Mix together thoroughly: 1 tablespoonful of orris root, 
1 tablespoonful of whole cloves, 1 tablespoonful of crushed 
stick cinnamon, 14 teaspoonful of mace, and 10 drops of 
rose oil. Stir this mixture into one quart of dried rose petals. 

Place the entire mixture in a tightly covered jar large 
enough to permit occasional shaking for six weeks. Do not 
open the jar at any time during the ripening period. At the 
end of this time the mixture may be placed in a net bag and 
the powdery residue shaken off. Then you can make it into 
sachets if you wish, or keep it in an ornamental container. 


Other ingredients possible to use for varying the scent 
are: rosemary, nutmeg, allspice, ginger, bay leaves, crushed 
coriander, marjoram, jasmine, violet, lemon verbena, 
lavender and pine needles.
